In capturing monkeys, It is said 
that (heir eurio.sity is the thing 
that makes them an easy prey. 
Nearly all of Iho monkeys that we 
sei' in (his connliy come from GOr- 
nona, a Ibtle village situated a 
shorts distn'''-<' rr.,i,, ii,., P;ui,'iim;i 
Railroad. 

The inhaliiiinns oi nus disiriet 
are moslly native Africans, for few 
whit(> men could boar tln> climate. 
The whole* r(>gion is marshy, and 
covered with tropical vegetation. 
At nigh( (here arises a thick vapor 
laden with fever, which hangs over 
the wootls like a I'loud. 

The region of woods is the para- 
dise of the monkeys. Th<\v travel 
in troops, led by an (dder monkey. 
When tho peojilo receive informa- 
tion that the "(raveling monkey 
(roops" are near the village, they 
Ufo (o the woods in eiowds to chase 
them. 

Th<>ir plan is very simple. They 
cut a hole in a eocoanwt large en- 
ough for a monkey's paw to enter. 
Tho nut is then hollowed out, and 
a piece of sugar is placed in it. A 
j)ieee of string is then fastened to 
it, and it is placed in the road of 
the approaching monkeys. 

It is well known that monkeys 
arc inquisitive. When they see the 
cocoanut in the grass they hurry to 
examine it. It does not take them 
long lo find out (hat the inner part 
contains a i)iece of sugar. One of 
(he boldest and greedie,><( sticks a 
paw into the nut to get the sugar, 
and grasps it as tightly as ho can. 
Hut his list is so large (hat ho can 
not draw it out of tho hole again. 



The system used by Patagonians 
when selected a king to rule them 
in peace and lead them in war is as 
follows : Every ton years fleet 
footed couriers are dispatched 
throughoi;t tho length and breadth 
of Patagonia to suinmou tho able- 
bodied men of the nation to a grand 
powwow at some <'ontral point in 
the great plains. When the braves 
are all assembled and iho king has 
called tho meeting to oider, volun- 
teers for the position of ruler for 
ten years to follow are called for. 
Tii(> king of ratagonia rules for 
but ten years, and then ix now mon- 
arch is selected. Nobody is barred 
who wishes to undergo tho ordeal 
ihrough which a ruler of these 
people must pass, whether he bo a 
member ot their race or not. Tho 
I'atagonians love a brave man above 
everything and likewise' despise a 
coward, and any man, be his skin 
while, black or brown, who is able 
to sueeesslnlly niulergo the terrible 
torture to which all aspirants to 
the kingly sooptor arc put, is good 
enough in the eyes and estimation 
of thos(> strange people to bo in- 
vested with the mantle of sove- 
loiguly over (he Patagonians and 
givtni a power to rule that might 
be envied i)y a czar. 

The details of the ceremony show 
torture of the most revolting kind, 
ami the man who can go through 
the ordeal without wincing must 
surely bo possessed of a heovic 
heart Two hundred of 300 of the 
stalwart l)raves of (he tribe gen- 
erally volunteer to undergo tho tor- 
ture. Each is led in turn to a'trt>o, 
against which ho is told to stand 
erect, with his arms held straight 
up above his head and again.st the 
trunk of a- tree. Then one of tho 
old men of tho tribe, selected by 
Ihe uravos to perform tho cere- 
mony, seizes a stone hammer of 
na(ive mold and proceeds to nail 
the aspirant to a Kingship to the 
ihree with rivets made of a wood of 
wonderful hardness which .is found 
in that part of the world. These 
rivets are driven through the hands 
of tho applicant i\m\ through the 
fleshy p«)rtions of his lower limbs. 
If tho volunteer should stand this 
horrible torture without murmur- 
ing and without giving external 
evidence of sufTt>ring, he is hailed 
with a mighty acclamation and 
pronounced fit to undergo the 
(inishing touches of the ceremony, 
which consist of a selected number 
of the brave appnmching the trans- 
fixed ap]>licant with mocking ges- 
tures and cries of derision and each 
jabbing him in tho fleshy parts of 
his body with small, sharp darts 
and spears. 

Often tho whole number of 
volunteers is I'xhaustod without 
tinding a man with sufficient 
l)Hlldog grit and stamina to go 
through tlio cenuuony without giv- 
ing way to tho physical tor<Hire and 
(>itli<<r fainting from the pain or 
bogging to be released. A fw^sh 
com^)loment of braves willing to be 
tor(urod for a chance to be king is 
called for. 

When at last a man is found who 
to able to go through the ordeal 
without a sign of fear 'or an ovi- 
<lence of suffering, he is at once re- 
leased and is then and then> pro- 
clamed king of the PatHgonians for 
tho t<>n year*of follow. His power 
is absolute, and the rovorence with 
with which his subjects rogaid him 
amounts almost to the worship or a 
god.

The 
Musee has so large a collection of 
War pictures, that they are shown 
Innirly in sets of a dozen, and the 
subjects arei changed each hour, so 
that remaining several hours a 
visitor can see the whole war.

"The former are they wno sinve 
for position, power, wealth and the 
the like, ^vhile the latttir are those 
who aim to make themselves true, 
honest, just, pure seekers of others' 
happiness rather than their own. 

"Or, as Emerson so pointedly 
puts it, ' Notliing is more simple 
than urealness, iu<leed, to be Sim pie 
is to be great.' 

" Christ says that to be in the 
kingflom of I'caven we must become 
as little children. 

"Note the difference between 
childishness and cliildlikeness. The 
former exprCHses all the weak, un- 
desiral)le attributes of the child; 
the latter bri/igs to our thought the 
lovable, admirable trails of child- 
hood . 

"Childishness, even in a child, 
calls forth only our dislike, but 
when we see a childish man or 
woman, our dislike changes to con- 
t^smpt. 

" Let me ask you to sit in judg- 
ment on yourselves and see if you 
are not sometimes guilty of chil- 
dishness. When you have Itlis- 
covensd these childish traits, you 
will know what you will hnvc to 
try to put away. 

"Then follows (consideration of 
what one must cultivate in order to 
become a ' man.'

The i)aper of Miss Sarah Fuller, 
of Boston, describing "Exercises to 
Secure Correct Management of the 
Hrealh in Speecl\," was read by 
Chairman Gordon. 

Miss Dora Donald, of Vinton, 
Iowa, gav(5 an exemplification of 
how Linnie llaguowood, a blind 
deaf girl, was taught to speak. 
•Miss Donald told how^jnnio came 
to the institution five years ago, 
being then 14 years of age. A fund 
to give the girl a special tea<!her, 
was raised through the efforts of an 
editor at Vinton, Iowa. Linnie 
was taught to speak good English, 
to read raised letters, to use a lead 
pencil, a tyfie-writer, and a sewing 
machine with all the attachments. 
She also does crochet work beauti- 
fully. The girl was brought upon 
the stage by Miss Donald and gave 
a very interesting exhibition, 
speaking the words, " I am glad to 
see you," "Columbus, Ohio," 
" Sioiix Falls," " Dr. Gordon," and 
a stanza beginning : " Th(;ro is no 
dyw left on the daisies." The con- 
vention was deeply interest(;d in 
.Miss 11,'iguewood, and enthusiasti- 
cally applauded her every attempt. 
Miss Haguewood's double affliction 
came from a spinal trouble. Her 
teacher. Miss Donald, was highly 
coni|'litnent(;d on what she had ac- 
complished. 

Siiiierintendont Clarke told of 
his aerjuaintanee with this girl, 
and said slfe would compare favor- 
ably in her e<lucation with any 
deaf child who had lieen under^n- 
struction for the same periow of 
time. 

Mr. W. Wade, of Oakmont, Pa., 
spoke of his ae(|uaint,ance with 
Helen Keller and Linnie Hague- 
wood. Mr. Wade is the gentleman 
who furnished the money to edu- 
cate Helen Keller up to the time 
when she had achieved sufrtcient 
reputation to be self-sustaining. 
He is very modest and did not want 
to talk of himsidf. lb? said he was 
deeply attached to Miss Keller and 
spoke of the fallacy of the popular 
idea that some skilled educator or 
some special institution was ne- 
cessary to ediH!at<f pupils like her. 
All Ihal was necessary waste oiicn 
the doors and let the knowletlge in. 
Perseverance was the winning 
()uality in such cas<is. 

Considerable discussion as to the 
metluxls of educating such pupils 
followed. 

The convention then listened 
witfi d«.'(;pest attention to a litllc! 
English lady, Miss Beatrice (Jon- 
don, of L<mdon, who read a very 
bright and interesting paper on 
" Pure (^ral Work in England." 

Miss Condon said she had de- 
monstrated her interest in the con- 
vention by crossing the big mill 
[Kind when she rlid not know a 
single |)(!rson in America. She 
spoke in highest terms of the coi- 
dlal reception by Suporintcuident 
and Mi.ss .Tones. She took positive 
gi'ounds that the pure oral syst«!m 
was the best on*;, and quoted in 
supj)ort of her |)roi)ositioii. Dr. 
Symes-Tliornpson and the rejiort of 
tim English government inspector 
Sh(! said it was slow and sure, and 
she predicted that the pure oral 
system was without df)ubt bound 
to siipersed<* all its rivals. 

Thanks were tenderfcd the plucky 
little English woman for her in- 
te/rest in the convention and her 
fine paper. Miss ('ondon is very 
bright and witty. 

At the eonelUftion of her paper a 
recess was taken until 2 i*.M.

She was followc^d l)y Miss(;s Herd- 
man, (Jriflin, Park, Wood, Mrs. Zell 
and others. The ladies all acquit- 
U\{\ th(!mselves well, in fact doing 
belter than some of the gentlemen. 
This is an innovation, but no more 
than proper, as the ladies outnum- 
i)er the genthmien in attendance* at 
the convention and ought therefore 
be willing to share some of the bur- 
dens. 

The next subject on the program 
was then takc^n up — Exemplifica- 
tion of Oral Work, by pupils. 

Mrs. Mansur, of (>hio, showed 
how rapidly a child acquires the 
j)ower to read the lips and to ar- 
ticulate. Her pupil, a boy of 11, 
was able to answer simple ques- 
tions quickly and distinctly, al- 
though he has been under her 
tutelage for only 9 months and is 
congenitally deaf. After convers- 
ing with him for several minutes, 
she asked members of the audience 
to suggest words for him to write 
on the lilackboard together with 
their [)lirrals. Several irr<>gular 
words wore given out and the child 
wrote all the plur-als correctly ex- 
cept "mice," a word which he 
wrote "mouses." 

Miss (Greener exhibited a class of 
two boys and t hi"ee girls, all two- 
year puj)ils and all born deaf. 
The patient care which Miss (Green- 
er has given to their training has 
been rewarded, for the children 
were all able to understand and 
answer her questions. 

Mi.ss Schwegler, of the Cincinnati 
Day School for Deaf ChildrcMi, and 
Miss (Grimes of the Ohio institution, 
also had pupils with them, all of 
them able to speak and to under- 
stand spoken language. They 
answered questions in history arrd 
worked out problems in arithmetic 
with as much readiness as normal 
childi-en of tlicir age. 

The other topics weni Informal 
Reports of Progress in Oral Work 
from various schools. 

Question Hox. 

On the whole it can bo said tJiat 
the day's session was inter-esting 
and [>rolitable and many new ideas 
gained by members. The attend 
ance throughout was large. There 
was an evening session devoted 
mairdy to business in or<ler that 
the rcfal work of the convention 
may l)e chuired up In time for ad- 
journment. 

Mr. Lai'sou, Dr. DeMotte, and 
Mr. N. F. Walker were appointed 
a ('ommittete on Necrology. 

Mr. (!lou<i ofl'ered a motion for 
the ap|)nintment of a committee to 
prepare a course of Sunday School 
Lessons for the Deaf. 

Dr. Gallaudet spoke on the im- 
portjince f)t having a museum for 
the <!olle(!tion of articles made by 
the d(*af. It- is likely sjjaee will be 
.set apart for this jjurpose in the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washing 
ton, D. C. 

The Report of the Executive Com 
mittee was thim mad<! by the 
Secretary, Mr. Dobyns. The trea 
surer's report showed a good bal 
ance to thc! credit of the associa- 
tion. 

The election for olTicers followed 
It was a tediorrs and rather long 
drawn out contest owing to the fact 
that an infornral ballot was neces- 
sary for Presiderrt, Vi(!e-president, 
S(H!retary an<l three diree-iors. 

Dr. E. M. (Gallaudet was elected 
with a hurrah on the foi-mal vole, 
thout;h, of course, the honors were 
distributefl on the informal ballot, 
but the former had a large nnirgin. 
Mr. Mathi.son, of Hclleville, won 
for Vice-t)resldent after three bal- 
lots. Mr. Dobjns and Mr. ,]. S. 
Smith wer(! re-elected to their re- 
spectives offices. Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

Everybody seemed to have ro- 
c<*ived a vote for director, and it 
took a long while to count the bal- 
lots. Firuilly the f\ve jxirsons hav- 
ing the most votes were voted for 
and from tlu'se the thi-ee following 
were successful. Mr. Argo, of 
Colora<lo; Mr. Patterson, «)f Ohio; 
and Miss Fuller, of Massachusetts. 

S(>veral of the mc^mbers have al- 
ready gone home, called hence by 
pressing ne(*ds, among them Revs. 
Koehler, Whihiin, and Superinten- 
dent Swilei'. 

Mr. Charles Wolfe, who is a 
a visitor, lost his hat somewhere. 
He left, Sunday, under Mr. Ken- 
nedy's straw hat. Thurs<lay morn- 
ing his own head gear turned iij) in 
the i)lay-room. 

Wednesday evening there had 
beem enrolled 170 persons as mem- 
bers of fch(! association.

Messrs. Pacli, 
and Hayes, of Wfist Virginia, have 
their full apj)aralus here, and are 
doing a thriving busiiu^ss in their 
line.

Seenjtai-y Dobyr s cor- 
roborated this statement. 

Mr. Reed asked how teachers in- 
duced pupils tf) r<*ad the Bible.

|)roven most elT(*(!tiive in this linet. 
The <|Ui*stion was discussed by a 
number of speakers. 

" What is the best introduction 
to the study of history ?" " What 
is the most suitable* book in English 
atiel American lIisl,ory for theeleaf?" 
" De) ye>u favor early marriages for 
theMle-af ?" 

Rev. The)ma8 (Gallaudet, of New 
Ye)rk, iinswe*re>el the latter question 
by saying he stremgly favored early 
marriages. He said he had joined 
ill matrimony ove'r aOO eouj)Ie*s of 
de*af people* aiiel nie)st eif the unions 
hael i)ie)ve*d hajjpy. While* in many 
case*s chileli-en eif eleaf pare*nts iri- 
herite*el de-afness, it wtis often the* 
case* that children of eleaf parents 
e-ould both he'ar anel speak. As a 
rule the families of such persons 
were well siij)pe)i-ted. 

Atigustns Iloge-rs, of Kentucky, 
a.nswe're*el eiu(*stie)n !1'.J: " Under' 
wliai e'onditions can a double* ses 
sie)n be profitably eeineiue*teel ?" 

MisstGrifiln briefly elescr-ibeei the 
weirk eif the Ceiok Ceuinty noinial 
schoe)l in moeieling, waier ce)lor 
work, nature study, child study and 
psycheileigy. 

Mr. Argo re*ael a pajier by Mr. 
Ely, e>n the ejue>slie)n, " Shenihl not 
primary teachers have equal ability 
anel (*e|ual ce)in))e*nsatie)n with 
te*achers of higher grades ?" 

" What slie)ulel be le*nglh eif a 
ilay's se'ssion ?" a pap(*r by Superin- 
tenelent IJangs, of S(T.ith Dakeita, 
was ri'ad by Mr. Day, of Ki*ntue*ky. 

The* first regular i)api*r em tin 
preigrain was e)n "The Rotary Sys 
ti-m," by (G. M. MeClure, of Kon- 
tue'ky. Mr. MeC'luie's paper was a 
lengthy eine, narrating the adv»iii- 
tagt'seiflhe system as the* writer 
see*s the*m.

An earnest pl<*a was maele* by 
Dr. Willinson that the se've-ral 
siiiierintetndents, prine*ipals and 
teachers, sheiulei make* a miteel ef- 
fort to bring their scIhioIh unler \\\"i 
siipervisiein «if the elire*ct ieirs of 
publie; e-<Hie*ation of the* various 
state's. "The* lime is past," he 
saiel, "when schools for the deaf 
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should be looked mon as charitable 
iiisfitntioiiH. Ih not ovcM'y child in 
tlid United StaloH allowed the pri- 
vilogo of receiving a free educa- 
tion ? 

Why should the stiKina of charity 
be incurred by Ihe deaf child oidy ? 
Our institutions are not asylunis, 
Ihey are schools." 

J)rs. (4ordon, Gallaudet, T. D. 
(Mark, KrIcsIou, Dowiiinji: aufl 
Moses, continued the discussion at 
some Icnfjlh, all afjrrecinK with Dr. 
Wilkinson that the deaf child nuist 
not be considered an object of 
charity. It was slronj^ly urfjcd 
that not only tlu^ teachers, but the 
parents an<l fri(Hids of the deaf, 
should ajiitali^ the sul),jc(!t. 

A petition, sii^ned by almost 
every prominent educator of the 
deaf in the United States, was read 
by Mr. I'atter.son, askinji; that the 
convention ann^e to niak*^ Dec. 10, 
l-h(! birthday of Thomas II. (fjillan- 
dotan aimudl holiday in all schools 
for the deaf. Dr. (Jallaudet, the 
father of the [)reHent president of 
the convention, bears the same re- 
lation to schools for mutes as 
(Tr<M)rfi:(» Wasliinftton does to his 
(country. The convention adopted 
the petition unanimously. 

Mr. Larson, chairman of the 
committee on necrolofjy, Itroiinht in 
his report, K'vin;,' the names of 
members of the association and of 
some other promin(^nt ijistructors 
who had died duririff the year. 

A resohitioii of thanks to the re- 
pnvsentativcs of the Columbus 
daily papers was proposed by Mr. 
T. 1». Clarke. 

Kcanlved. That the hearty thanks 
of the convention be, and the same 
are. hei'eby tendered to the report- 
ers of the daily papers of ('olumbus 
for the citui'Icsy they have mani- 
fested toward Ihe convention and 
for llu> full and a<^cuiate ao<'ounliS 
of the procee(liii(i;s whicji hav<' licen 
|)ul)lishe(l. 

Mr. F. D. Clarke s(*condod the 
motion t-o adopt the resolutions, 
and it was passed with seeminif 
enthusiasm.^ 

Th<is(i who had served as inlei- 
preters (luriny; the convention, 
wer(^ also t<>ndered a vote of thanks 
foi the skill and patience which 
they had shown in the dillicuilt 
task. 

Mr. Goodwin offered a resolution 
of thanks to Governor nushnell, 
the truHtees of the local, institute 
for the deaf, and especially to 
Sui)erintendent Jones and his wife 
for their cordial reception and 
generous ent^irlainment of their 
guests. The resohition was en- 
t h usiasi ical ly accei)t ed . 

Superintendent Jones expres.sed 
his h(Aior as folhivs : 

" 1 dee|.ly appreciate the -kind 
words you have seen fit to bestow 
upon m<', and I thank you most 
heartily. The thanks surely should 
not all c(»m(> from your side. I feel 
that we of Ohio ha ve been {greatly 
benedted by this convention ; that 
the grctatimt ^ood whicdi could |)os- 
slbly ('orne to this institution has 
come tlirongh you. 'i'lie pleasant 
duty of entertaiiiing yoti nil has 
))een invaluable to us, and there- 
for)^ we, not you, aie the d(>bt()is. 
I do not want this (convention ad- 
journed without telling you how 
much f ai)preciat-e your many kind- 
nesses to mys(df — you havedoneme 
,1 world of good. I feel that I am 
now an a<!ttial member of the pro- 
fession, ami I hope U«^reafter to 
liav(> the suppoi't of your strong 
right arm, as you shall have Ihe 
support <if mine.'' 

Mr. Jones's closing words aroused 
long-continueil api»lauso.

He tlio>ight it wi uM have gi-eat in- 
lluence for good. 

When Dr. Gallaudet arose to 
sp(!ak a storm of applause greeted 
him. He said this meeting was the 
result of the irrepressil)le Mc(Tregor, 
and .some of his old tricks always 
l)ob up ♦'liich he had tried to re- 
I)rcss while he was at colleg(>, but 
had not succeeded. He feel proud 
of the growth of the college, and 
Pi-ovidence had been kind in allow- 
ing him to live to see the ripened 
fruit.

The Third Aunnal Convention of 
the Maryland State Association of 
the Deaf, was held August 2d, 3d, 
4th and 5lh. The total attendance 
was about 150. All parts of the 
State were represented and some 
came frotn adjoining States. It 
was a happy occasion and a joyous 
feeling of reunion between old 
friends in old familiar scenes was 
dcpict<>d in <'very face. 

The exercises of the public meet- 
ings were very interesting thiough 
out. 'I'Ik^ first meeting was held on 
Tuesday morning, the 2d, which 
was opened with prayer In- Rev. 
O. J. Whildin. ,, 

The second Viee-Pr<\sid(>iit, Mr. 
McKlroy, called the a.s.semblage to 
order. 

Mr. W. U. Ilany, President of 
the Hoard of the Maryland Stdiool 
of the Deaf, delivered the address of 
welcome. He said in part : 

" We all very much regret to 
learn that important eiigagiMucnts 
prevent his Honor, the .^biyor of 
Haiti more, from attending this 
morning to extend a welcome to 
the members of this convention.

demy, Anna|iolis, refusing permis- 
sion for a visit to the grounds of 
the naval academy owing to the 
presence of the Spanish prisoners. 
Then followed a discussion as to 
whether we should have a charter 
for the a-ssociatioM. On motioir it 
was decided to formulate a new 
con.stitution. The advantage of a 
charter advanced by the delegates 
was (hat the membership could 
then inclttde all the deaf of the 
State, who might be cho.sen by the 
association. At present only al- 
umni of the INIaryland Scihool for 
Deaf are eligible. Thus in realty 
the organizatiotr has been an al- 
umni association. The advisabili- 
ty of establishiirg branch associa- 
tions in Frederick, Ilagerstown, 
Southern Maryland and Cumber- 
land was discus.sed and a commit- 
tee appointed to consider the ques- 
tion and i-eport at the next conven- 
tion.

Whildin and a pajrer was read b}- 
Mr. ii. M. Leilner,. on "Is O^ie 
School Enough for the Deaf-Mutes 
in .Maryland':' Yes." He argued 
that it is under the combined sys- 
tem, while the other schools are 
under the pure oral method. He 
spoke highly of the combined sys- 
tem, etc. 

At the conclusion of the pajwr 
ivfreshments wer-e served. At a 
very late hour in the evening (hey 
departed for their homes, declaring 
that they had a most enjoyable 
time. 

Wednesday morning, 8 o'clock, 
Ihe beautiful steamboat "Emma 
(iiles " brought over 8o mutes to 
Animpolis, where they met in the 
hall of (ho Hou.se of Delegates in 
which President John Wirtliaiulal, 
of the Maryland Senate, delivered 
an address of welcome to the mem- 
Irers. Mr. Randall spoke for Gov- 
ernoi Lowndes, who was unable to 
be present owing to his absence at 
Hot Springs, Va. Mr. Randall re- 
ferred to the settlement of Anna- 
polis in 1()49, the formation of 
Anne Arundel County in 1650, the 
Indian treaty' of 1(;52, signed under 
(he old poplar at St. John's college; 
(he Hattle of the Severn in 1()5.'>, ihe 
removal of (he national capital to 
.\nnapolis in KiiU, the building of 
the first State House in H!!»7 and 
its destruction in 1794 and i-ebuild- 
ing in 170G. In 1708 the city jvas 
incorporated," and in 1727 the Mary- 
land (t(izr1f(\ (he first newspaper 
in Marlyand, w;is printed. Mr. 
KainhiU's address was translated 
by signs to the a,ssociatiou by H. P. 
Grow, a teacher of the Kentucky 
Sidiool of the Deaf. 

Albert C. Bux(on, a deaf-mute, 
replied to Mi\ Rjindall. He said 
(he Legislatutv of Maryland for the 
the last 21 years had taken good 
car<> of his alma mater at Frtnie- 
rick which has sen( many educat- 
ed deaf-mutes into the woi-ld. 

" We are happy to be present," 
he continued, " becjiuse we know 
appropriations have come to our 
devoted institution from this very 
edifice. 

Mr. Huxton said that, thoWgh 
luitui-e has deprived them of hear- 
ing, it had sharpened their other 
senses to make up, in part at least, 
for the loss. Nine(y-five schools 
have sprung up to educalethe deaf- 
mutes. The schools art> part of the 
great conrmon-school system. 

Ho asked that people "meet us 
as ueighbois, not as strangers. 
Advise us as you would others. 
One thing we are aver^se to — the 
tendency to treat us as a little bet- 
ter than animals. A deaf man is 
as sti'ong and active as his brolhei-s, 
a deaf woman ;»'.; i"!iir ni.i >,'raeefiii 
as her sisters. 

"Educate the ne.u-inuie. It isa 
pitiable fact that marry deaf-mutes 
are growirrg up uneducated. 1( is 
mistaken kindness (o keep a deaf 
child a( home. Conrpulsory educa- 
tion of them should be had. If the 
hearing and speak proportioir of a 
community (ui'ned out only the 
same i)iopor(ion of crinrinals (ha( 
the deaf-nrules do, the jails and 
poorhouses of the State would be 
tenantless."

On Thunsday, August 4th, the 
ctmvention took a recess in the 
form ot an all day outing aft Druid 
Hill Park, where a very enjoyable 
time WHS ha<l. Next day's Hemhi 
contained the followirrg account of 
the !»tTj»ir : 

" Tire games were started in the 
afternoon by a blindfolded race be- 



tween the men. The course was 
about fifty yards, and though the 
time made was not of the record- 
breaking variety, it occasioned 
mucli amrrsement. It required 
considerable ingenuity to tret the 
men started, as, for the time being, 
they were deaf, dumb and blind. 
Even if Captain Caswell would 
have allowed it, the firing of a pis- 
tol could rrot have been heard, or 
the waving of a flag seen ; so a 
inair was statiorred in back of each 
contestant, and at a giveir signal 
tire latter were slapped on their 
shonldei-s, and the fun commenced. 
They ran irr all directions, some 
stumbling headlong, others run- 
ning into trees and one or two go- 
ing straight ahead. 

" Following this was a ladies' 
race, of the same description ; a 
pie-eating contest, a hundr-ecl-yarrl 
diish, and a shoe race. In the lat- 
ter the one first removing his shoes 
secured the prize. The winners 
were : Men's blind race, Charles 
W. McCleary ; girls' blind race. 
Miss Florence Alban fir-st, Mi.ss 
Chrysiil Noushafer second; shoe 
race, A. Liugner fir-st, and 11. G. 
Heirson second ; 100-yard dash, II. 
G. Henson first, and A. Lingner 
second ; pie-eating contest, E. C. 
Wyand first and Per-rin I.iee, se- 
cond. Peaches and watermelons 
were the prizes offered. 

FRTPAV MORNING, AUGUST 5, 10.30. 

The business of the convention 
pr-oved a busy one this time, and 
and marrj' important matters were 
'discussed. The suggestion to have 
the organization regularly in- 
corporated rrirder the laws of Mary- 
larrd, as proposed on Tuesday, at 
the opening session, was adopted 
unairimously, and the legislative 
conrmittee was instructed to pjo- 
ceed at once in the matter.

MORE STATE TEACHERS RESIGN — RE- 
SULT OK THK AITOINTMKNT OP" 
THE STATE BOARIJ OK (MlNTKOt.. — 
REDUf^TION OK SALARIES — OTHER 
NEWS OK INTEREST. 



Last winter the state legislatjire 
I)assed a law discharging all the 
board of trustees of all the State 
Institutions ami appointed a State 
Board of (Control of the same, con- 
sisting of three members of which 
Kx-(4overnor William Laraboe is 
chairman. We have already given 
an extract of this law with the 
iluties of the Board of (yontrol. 

Now it is beating fruit, as the 
following will show : 

(kiVSClL Hl,i/FFH, lA,, .Tilly 27.— Ah tlio 
.Stafc<> Hoard of Control haw Hiitioiinoud an 
all-around cut in aalarieH of the ollloera and 
tfnf.licrH at the Htatc. mcIiooI for th<' dciaf 
here, w^vcral of tlm t.canliiTH have fi:H\ifUfj\. 
Mr. Wyolcofr lias secured a [lositloii in 
IIIIiioIh, and Min» Holder in I'oiiiiHvlvaiiia. 
Itev. T. I). H(!nHt<'d will jfo to Wiwjoimin, 
and otherH, It, inHiiid, will leave aH hooii hh 
they <;an find |.tn|iloyment eluewheie. The 
salary of .SuperlntendenI, Kothort liaH been 
reduee'l from fa/iW) to ^..^lOO a year. Tlio 
cut in teaclierH' HiilarieM ainouDtH to about 
W) per cent, all around. Tlie reduction iu 
HalarlcH noen into effect October 1. 

This reduction of salaries and 
leavinir of the experienced teachers 
is a severe blow to the school for 
the deaf in Iowa. We believe the 
Siipr!rintendent will remain regard- 
less of the reduction of his salary, 
yet he is not bounri to the Institu- 
tion. In case he gets a better oflice 
outsifle he can easily di-oji the 
Suj)erintendency. 

The abolishing of th<» siimmor 
vacation salaries and support of 
tlu! institution is another severe 
l)low. The officers and teachers 
have to sa v(! enough through the 
three quarters of the year to sup- 
port themselves through the sum- 
mer vacation. With this condition 
of affairs the institution cannot se- 
cure the services of the best an<l 
most, (!xpf)rienced teachiu-s and thus 
its usefulness is (uipj)led. This 
action of the legislatur'c has been 
carried through by political in- 
lluences which have been incited 
throughout the state for several 
years. This is not all. It is also a 
financial necessity. The state in- 
stitutions, thi'ough their trustees 
and officers are blauKul for running 
the state into debt of over five 
liundrerl thousand dollars. Now 
they must brtar part of the punish- 
ment. By ('conouiy and redncMng 
f!.\p<fn8es, it is hoped the State will 
be out of drsbt in two years. The 
taxes of tli«i statr* have been slight- 
ly increased tliirxigh an (>qualiza- 
tion by the Executive Council, who 
fixed the amount to be railed at 
one millir)n anri six hundrctd t7)iou- 
sand dollars to help the state out 
of debt. It will be seen that tim 
tax J layers of the stat.e will have U) 
bear the burden to redeem its 
honor, which has been cast upon 
it through candessness and mis- 
management of the state officers 
and slate institutions. There was 
a severe investigation of all the 
state institutions; their manage- 
ment, tlieir conduct and their ex- 
(letises by the last legislature, and 
the result was the enactment of a 
law abolishing all the boards of 
trustees and ostaldishing a Stat-e 
Boar-d of (Control of the same. 

The seventh convention of the 
Iowa Association of the Deaf has 
come anrl gone. This association 
has been held several times in the 
central anrl westf^rn part of the 
staUt, and has never met in the 
r(xtr(!rn«f eastern part. At last this 
H«'r'tjr)n has b<',en selected for tin; 
next rn(!et,ing three yrsars hence, at 
Dubuque. H all goes well we lioj)e 
therr- will be the largest assemblage 
of niulr-s in all the annals of the 
state, and all will be heartily wel- 



comed to the historic and romantic 
city. All the proceedings, as j)ub- 
lished in the Deak-Mutes Journal, 
is agreeable and approved by many 
mutes, with the exception of the 
first vice-president, who is ob- 
jectionable to a great many. 

Mrs. (iould, wife of Rev. C. L. 
(iould, of Decorah, once thought of 
going to Philadeli)hia, to teach in 
the School for the deaf. Prof. 
Frank Booth, of Anamosa, who is a 
teacher there, urged her to do so. 

Mr. David Rickbaugh, who mar- 
rir^d Miss Fosh, of Decorah, lives on 
a Ijirge farm tliree miles north of 
the city. Miss Foss was siiper- 
visoress in both the Iowa and 
Nebraska Schools for the deaf bo- 
fore she was married. They have 
one child. 

John PVoah, a mute of Dos 
Moines, who was struck by a switch 
rmgine whilr! .sitting on the Wabash 
tracks Tues<lay night, and who was 
taken to Mercy hospital to be treat- 
ed for his injuries, is in a favorable 
way to recover. 

Interference of friends at Niles, 
Mich., prevented the marriage of a 
white deaf-mute named Kelly and 
Miss Lotta Haggard, rrolored, also 
deaf and dumb. Miss Haggard's 
reliitives at South Br^nd, Ind., were 
telegraphed for. Two brothers 
came and took the girl homo.
